3. According to public opinion in the area, sailing vessels vent from Chin- 
naropo (up the Kan river?) to Seoul, capitol of South Korea, to Dairen, and 
to ports on the Shantung Peninsula, but vessels sailing to these ports sailed 
clandestinely and without official approval,, Many families were observed in the 
local market selling their household goods.
